Hybrid bush tomatoes are favor- 
ites at the experimental station 
During the years 1944-1948 they have 
outyielded Bounty- by 20 to 25 per 
cént and Early Chatham 30 to 35 per 
cent in early marketable fruits. In 
flavor and genera] appearance toc, 
hybrid fruits ave been superior. The 
apparent resistance of hybrid bush 
tomatoes to Alternaria and Septoria 
diseases has interest for gardiners, 
These diseases are serious in some 
seasons, They cause the leaves of ube 
plants to drop soon after the fruit 
begins ripening in early August, As 
a result the fruit on plants is forced 
to ripen before it attains full size. 
Normally the largest tomatoes ure 
obtained at the beginning of the sea- 
son, As ripening progresses, fruit de- 
creases. In some varieties this de- 
crease is greater than in others. In 
1948 Early Chatham fruits averaged 
8 to 4 ounces for first pickings and 
2 ounces at the end of season, Hybrid 
tomatoes do not show as great size 
decline during the season. In the same 
year, Early Chatham Firesteel hy- 
brid averaged four and quartér ounves 
per fruit in early August and four 
ounces on September 25—a halt 
ounce decrease for the entire har- 
vest season. 

Hybrid bush tomatoes considered 
adapted to prairie gardens are Bounty 
x Redskin for the first early, Early 
Chatham x Bounty and Early Chat- 
ham x Firestee] for mid season type, 
In fact, these hybrids are considered 
satisfacory for commercia] processe 
ing where this is done on the prairies,

“It was evident that the western 
provinces were also a unit in prepar- 
ing for the future, and I was delight- 
ed to find that a minimum traffic 
surface of 24 feet was accepted as 
the standard. In Ontario, however, 
they have adopted 22 feet, while the 
Maritimes are content with 20 feet 
widths. It is unfortunate that a suffi- 
cient width to care for heavy traffic, 
such as trailers, big buses and trucks 
should not be adopted for the whole 
of Canada,” he said. 


For Lack Of Dollar 


This Man Couldn't 
Pursue His Destiny 


EDMONTON, — For want of one 
Canadian dollar, Drumheller - born 
Gordon Joseph Bates, of Leuton, 
Bedfordshire, England, is blocked by 
red tape from returning to Canada. 

His odd story was revealed by an 
Alberta Government official, who 
thinks Bates’ situation so ludicrous 
he plans to supply the needed dollar 
and cut the tape. Here is what has 
happened: 

Bates was born in Drumheller, but 
was taken to England as a child. 
Now married, he wants to return. 
The only thing he needs to complete 
the arrangements is his birth certifi- 
cate, That important document is 
in the Bureau of Vital Statistics at 
Edmonton, and before he can get it, 
Bates must pay $1. 

Simple, except that the British Ex- 
chequer, because of strict money-ex- 
port regulations, will not allow Bates 
to send a Canadian dollar out of 
England to Edmonton. On the other 
hand, regulations here do not permit 
the Alberta Vital Statistics branch 
to send Bates a birth certificate he- 
fore the $1 is paid.

Alberta oil production by 1950 is 
anticipated at about 70,000 Warrels a 
day, sufficient to supply the needs of 
the three Prairie Provinces and thus 
eliminate all imports into that area, 
Dr. Oliver B, Hopkins, vice-president 
of Imperial Oil, Ltd., told the Royal 
Canadian Institute, 

The saving in foreign exchange as 
the result of the discovery of the 
Leduc and Redwater fields exceeds 
$100,000 a day, at the rate of ap- 
proximately §40 millions a year, 
With steadily increasing production, 
the saving in foreign exchange, with- 
in a few years, will increase to $100 
million or more a year, Mr. Hopkins 
said, 

To the extent that additional Le- 
duc and Redwaters are found, Canada 
will become more and more self- 
sufficient in respect of her oil sup- 
plies. If the anticipated future dis- 
coverics are made, marketing of the 
oil will involve the building of longer 
and more costly pipelines to more 
distant points, in either the United 
States or Canada.—Financial Post.

Redman Wheat 
Increasing In 
Popularity 


WINNIPEG.—New varieties of 
cereal grains are on their way 
from the research laboratories 
to step up yields of westerm ag- 
riculture. 

In hard wheats, the 28th annual 
confeyence of Manitoba agronomists 
reported that the two rust-resistant 
varicties, Regent and Thatcher, were 
the most popular in Manitoba in 
1948, the former comprising 44.1 per 
cent. of the total crop acreage, the 
latter 28.3 per cent, 

Both, however, may soon be dis- 
placed by Redm:un, a new and in- 
creasingly popular variety being de- 
veloped here, which last year was 
sown on 5.3 per cent. of the acreage, 

In recommendations of a_ special 
committee of the conference, Red- 
man was placed first as the best va- 
riety for Manitoba, with Thatcher 
and Regent next, in the order named. 

Among Durum wheat varieties for 
1943-48, Stewart has topped the list 
with a yield of 42.7 bushels to the 
acre, followed by Carleton with 39.6 
bushels, Stewart is recommended as 
the best variety for southern Mani- 
toba. 

In malting barley varieties, the 
relatively new Montcalm was given 
preference over the older O.A.C. 21 
and Mensury. 

A new barley variety, Vantage, 
outyielded all others during the 1943- 
48 period. Comparative yields were 
Vantage 67.3 bushels, Montcalm 63.8, 
O.A.C, 21, 60.1, Titan 60.1, and Plush 
59.5. Distribution of Vantage seed in 
1949 will be limited to a few hundred 
bushels, partly because of damage by 
a leaf blotch disease.

‘When a man starts to do a painting 
job around the house, as often as 
not he discovers that the old paint 
brush has developed a decided kink 
with hard turnedup bristles and is 
unworkable. 

'To salvage stiff old brushes, soak- 
ing overnight, preferably in tunpen- 
tine, is a well known preliminary, 
Gasoline is also effeetive. After the 
old paint has been softened, it should 
be scrapped off with a blunt knife 
or combed out with a stee] combe or 
brush. If the first soaking fails to 
remove the paint, the process can 
be repeated. Shellac brushes should 
cleaned with alcohol, and whitewash 
and calcimine brushes with water. 

After most of the accumulation has 
been removed, the brush should be 
scrubbed in warm water with a mild 
laundry soap—never with strong soap, 
The excess water should be shaken 
out and the brush left to dry. ‘The 
‘bristles should be straightened out by 
a scrub brush or combe before com- 
pletely dry, after which the brush 
should be wrapped—not too tightly— 
in heavy paper or cardboard to keep 
the bristles straight. Ifthe brush 
is dipped in paint before being fuily 
dried, the moisture will make the: 
brush soft and listless.
